That the cendition of many of 
the downtown alleys are Eetting in 
bad condition and are a menace 
was the contention of the Down 
Town Association in a petition pre. 
sented to the board of trustees of 
South San Francisco at the meet- 
ioE Wednesday niEht. 

Repairs of the alleys under the 
provisions of a city ordinance was 
qui tted by the association. It is 
Tniiintained that thofte who cut into 
the alley pavements should be re¬ 
sponsible and pay for the damaEC 
done. 

The board instructed Chief of 
Police Storek to stop any such 
work that is beinE done without a 
permit from the superintendent of 
•streets hereafter. 

Information was brouEht before 
the board that to a larEt* extent 
the damaEC occurred in the makinE 
way for water connections. 

There is an existinE ordinance 
that companies enEasinE in this 
sort of work must put up a bond 
to Euarantee that the pavinE will 
not be ilamaEcd. From now on all 
such work must be done under 
bonil, it was decided.

Yes, Christinas has indeed become a classic. It matters little 
whether we are followers of Confucius, or if we practice Mohammed¬ 
anism, or profess to be (Christians. Neither does it matter if our 
names are recorded as Catholics, .Methodists, Scientists or .lews. The 
fact remains that “(Christmas” has become a classic in this twentieth 
century. For the classics is the eternally true, it is that which docs 
not grow old.

His harmonies still peal 
forth throughout the world, ever since that famous London concert, 
in the seventeenth century, when the "Hallelujah < horns” was sung to 
a gathering ol many, many thousands and the audience arose as ono 
man and joined in that song ot praise, and today, we are still praising 
and rejoicing, singing the song of the ideal to the Prince of Pence. 

At this time ol lilU.'i we are again approaching the solstice; re¬ 
minding us of the birth of a .New A ear, the birth of ( hrist, the birth 
of Lo\e re-kiiidicd. Let us therefore rejoice and sing praises lo the 
Prince ol Life and Love. For we know not what tomorrow shall bring 
fort h.
